East Central Community College is dedicated 
to offering the best in housing facilities. The 
campus has a total of seven dorms, three female 
and five male. The three female dorms include 
Barber Hall, Jackson Hall and Leake 
Apartments. The five male dorms include 
Neshoba, Todd, Newsome, Winston and Scott 
halls. All together the dorms have a total of 278 
rooms and are well equipped with all the 
necessities for the students need to live.

PTK also participates in multiple other projects such as 
Community College Completion Corps (C4) and Honors in 
Action. Some of PTK’s service projects included highway 
clean-ups, can food drives and toy drives. This year PTK 
hosted a week full of events to promote graduation, 
including a signing day where students could come by 
and commit to complete community college. Dr. Rod 
Risley, the CEO of PTK, came and spent an afternoon 
speaking on the importance of community college 
completion. At the end of C4 week, PTK hosted a 5k color 
run to celebrate its success. 

The theme PTK chose for this year's Honors in Action 
project was entitled “Health and Medicine as Frontiers.” A 
few officers attended a local free health clinic and 
conducted a survey containing various questions 
regarding the project theme, and then they compiled the 
results and created a poster promoting healthy lifestyles. 
All members then assisted in writing a summary of the 
research and project. 
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East Central Community College (ECCC) was ranked 
as the overall number one community college in 
Mississippi by the Clarion Ledger in 2014. ECCC ranked 
number one in transfer grade point average (GPA) and 
number two in tuition. ECCC received number one rank 
in transfer grade point average due to findings in a report 
by Mississippi’s Institutions for Higher Learning (IHL). 

This report from IHL revealed that transfer students from 
ECCC achieved a 3.22 grade point average, which 
represents the highest cumulative GPA of all community 
college transfers at the state's eight public, four-year 
institutions. Students from the community/junior college in 
second place earned a 3.17 GPA, and the average for all 
15 community colleges combined was a 3.12 GPA. The 
report also showed, yet again, that community college 
transfer students performed academically as well or 
better in university courses than students who began their 
education at the senior institutions. The “native” students 
earned a 3.09 GPA. 

ECCC President Dr. Billy Stewart said he was “elated 
and proud” at the news that East Central Community 
College students are once again recognized for academic 
success. Dr. Stewart also added, "This data, compiled 
and reported by IHL, confirms the results of our college’s 
dedication to Student Services and Teaching and 
Learning, two hallmark commitments of 2020 Vision, our 
strategic plan for the future. Our faculty and staff are 
preparing East Central transfer students well for the 
academic challenges of a university, and based on the 
performance of our transfer students, no one does that 
any better!” 

Furthermore East Central Community College leads the 
nation in the number of community/junior college student- 
athletes receiving academic honors for 2013-14, according 
to the National Junior College Athletic Association 
(NJCAA). According to the report, 24 ECCC student- 
athletes qualified for the special recognition. ECCC 
honorees include four student-athletes who received the 
Pinnacle Award for Academic Excellence (4.0 GPA); five 
student-athletes recognized for Superior Academic 
Achievement (3.8-plus GPA); and 15 student-athletes who 
earned Exemplary Academic Achievement honors (3.6- 
plus GPA). 

“A great, big thank you goes to these 24 student-athletes 
for their hard work and commitment to their academic 
endeavors while playing their respective sport at ECCC," 
said ECCC President Dr. Billy Stewart. “Also a great big ’ 
thank you goes our faculty and staff for their support and 
encouragement of these students and their commitment to 
STUDENT SUCCESS and TEACHING and LEARNING.”

In addition, East Central was fortunate to serve 
as a host site for the Medgar Evers exhibit, This 
is Home, which detailed the life of one of 
Mississippi's most prominent civil rights activists 
and Decatur native, Medgar Wiley Evers. 

Our institution also hosted the first annual 
Warrior Wonderland this year following the 
Decatur Christmas parade. We are working to 
make Warrior Wonderland an annual event that 
will welcome in the Christmas season in our 
communities and also welcome hundreds of 
visitors to our campus. 

East Central has also made a commitment to 
Resource Planning and Development, 
determined to invest and allocate resources in 
such a way that benefits students, employees and 
the college's district. 

In addition to the numerous scholarships 
provided by alumni, individuals, businesses and 
industries, the college was also able to make 
many improvements to our physical plant, 
including completed renovations to Cross Hall, 
the unveiling of the new synthetic turf football 
field and a sidewalk and lighting project 
throughout campus. 

Finally, East Central has instituted 
comprehensive Communication strategies and 
policies to advance visibility of the college and to 
engage and involve stakeholders. 

These are just a few examples of the many 
ways East Central is meeting our vision and 
mission, and I look forward with great 
anticipation to continued success throughout our 
campus as together we meet the Institutional 
Commitments that have been identified in 2020 
Vision.

East Central Community College laid a new 
synthetic turf field at Bailey Stadium. 

A ribbon-cutting was held to officially unveil 
the new synthetic turf on Warrior field during 
the annual "Meet the Warriors” Pep Rally/ 
Player Introductions on Aug. 25, 2014. ECCC 
President Dr. Billy Stewart provided comments 
to a packed stadium prior to the ceremony and 
noted the turf installation would not have been 
possible without the support from former NFL 
coach Tony Dungy, whose appearance earlier 
in 2014 on campus and at the Neshoba County 
Coliseum in Philadelphia netted approximately 
$160,000 for the $727,000 project. 

ECCC administrators have said the 
installation of synthetic turf is the first step in 
the vision for the future of the college's 
Athletics Department. 

“I believe the addition of our new synthetic 
turf football field communicates the message 


that we are serious about providing quality facilities 
for our student athletes and our desire to be 
competitive in the football arena. It demonstrates 
our commitment to the entire athletic program," said 
Dean of Athletics and Personnel Services Chris 
Harris. 

Head Football Coach Ken Karcher said, "The new 
turf field is a great recruiting tool to attract 
prospects and it provides an all-weather surface to 
prepare the prospect.” 

The 2014 Warrior football team will go down in 
history as the first team to play on the new turf field. 

Warrior sophomore defensive lineman Tyler Pace 
said, "I like the turf. It gave us pride and confidence. 
It also made us feel important.” 

In addition to football, the new turf field is 
equipped for soccer play. 

Assistant Dean of Athletics, Head Men's Soccer 
and Assistant Women's Coach Kenneth Thompson 
said, “Having the turf field gives soccer more 
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opportunities to host bigger events on campus 
such as high school tournaments and camps. 
As for our program it gives us much more 
flexibility in scheduling. Wet weather no 
longer means postponing a match. Also, it 
gives us the ability to hold matches at night 
which allows more fans the opportunity to 
come out to the matches. Having two game 
fields, where one is grass and one is turf, 
benefits us because many of our recruits play 
on turf in high school. The turf game is 
somewhat different than the grass game in 
that it is a little faster and the ball rolls truer. 
Our players who have played on turf in the 
past have an advantage when we play teams 
that have players that have not played on turf 
that much.” 

Women's Head Soccer Coach Gray Massey 
agreed and described the field as a 
“tremendous addition for the athletic 


program.” 

"We are excited to be able to host many 
opponents as well as area high schools and 
allow them the opportunity to see what EC has 
to offer,” he said. 

Sophomore Warrior soccer mid-fielder 
Jordan Alonso said, "I have played on turf 
fields many times for high school and club 
teams, but knowing that we were going to be 
the first Mississippi Association of Community 
and Junior College team to play on turf made it 
special.” 

Alonso described the first game on the new 
turf field as "extra special” because it was the 
first-ever ECCC night soccer game. 

"It was nice to see more fans come out than 
the usual,” he said.

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In 1928, East Central Junior 
College had evolved from the 
Newton County Agricultural High 
School to a junior college 
supported by Leake, Neshoba, 
Newton, Scott and Winston 
counties. More than 30 major 
facilities were added to the 
original three buildings. 

Originally, the college 
employed two teachers, Mrs. 
W.W. Newsome, who taught 
English, Spanish and history, and 
Mr. Robert Marshall, who taught 
chemistry and mathematics. 
Today, EC has grown to an 
enrollment of 2,544 students and 
more than 200 faculty and staff 
members. 

The Wo-He-Lo, which stands for 


Work-Heart-Love, has been the 
official yearbook of the college 
for 74 years. Jostens printed the 
74th edition with the theme of 
"ONECHOICE," as was decided 
upon by the Wo-He-Lo staff. 

The theme and cover was 
inspired by the college being 
selected as the No. 1 community 
college in the state by The 
Clarion Ledger newspaper in 
2014. 

The book uses the font 
families: Darnell, Sha Sha, 
Helvetica and Litho Antique. All 
photographs were taken by the 
Public Information office, Wo- 
He-Lo staff members and other 
contributors, all using digital 
cameras. 


This year's staff consisted of 
16 students. The Student 
Publications Lab is located on 
the bottom floor of Huff 
Auditorium. The Wo-He-Lo staff 
is under the direction of Mrs. 
Gennie Taylor, who is in her 
seventh year as publications 
coordinator. The cost of the Wo- 
He-Lo is included in every full- 
time student's tuition and fees. 
There are 220 pages in a 9x12 
full color book. The Wo-He-Lo is 
distributed on campus following 
Award's Day. This year EC 
printed 2,000 copies of the Wo- 
He-Lo 
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
